A Trigg county naan 80 years old lias 
been convicted of murder and sentenc- 
ed to 21 years in tbe penitentiary.

Frank Greeu, late of Paris, Ky., 
where his father still lives, has been 
sentenced to death at Franklin, Teau., 
for murder. 

m. Snpp has been held at Lebanon 
for attempting to poison his 17-year- 
old wife by putliug arsenic iu her 
watermelon. 

Tbe Lke Mouument Association at 
Riclunoud, Va.. has accepted Mercier’s 
model of the equestrian statue of the 
glorious Robert E. Lee. 

H. E Reed, of Evansville, Jnd., fell 
down a spiral stairway from the 6th 
to Hie 2nd floor of the Palmer House, 
Chicago, and was instantly killed. 

John Williams took up a quarrel 
between his brother aud Tom Nunnel- 
ley by shooting the latter through the 
right breast the ball coining out at the 
hack. All live iu Pulaski. 

Speaker Carlisle has appointed his 
private secretary, W. J. Kelioe, late of 
Cynthisna, stenographer of the House. 
The position pays S5.000 a year and is 
for life or good behavior. 

The Cutinrd steamer Umbria made 
the run from New York to Queens- 
town, 2,935 miles in 6 day 10 hours 29 
minutes. The other three vessels that 
entered the race were not in sight. 

The Coroner of Mason is Magnus 
Tate Cockrell, in bis 80th year. He 
voted for General Jackson in 1828, aud 
has never missed flreing in a vote ns 
a Democrat. He is a kinsman of U. 
8. Senator Cockrell, of Missouri.

James Reason, who lives on Adam

years, died in Mt. Sterling, on Aug. 22. 
'I'be deceased was born iu Montgomery, 
but had ll\ed most of his life iu Clark 
A few years since lie returned to Mont- 
gomery and purchased a residence in 
Mt- Sterling. 

Hon. Joseph P. Foree, Presiding 
Judge of the Shelby County Court, died 
in Slielbyville Sunday. Judge Foree 
was an excellent citiseu in all respects 
an upright Judge, a faithful friend, a 
gentle, true man, and will he missed by 
thousands of friends. 

Woman suffrage gets a back set iu 
the Supreme Court of Washington 
Territory. It is declared unconstitu- 
tional on the ground that the legisla- 
ture exceeded its powers grunted by 
Congress and that the word “citizen'' 
it) the orgautic act can only mean a 
male citizen. 

John Benson the man who shot 
himself a week ago, died yesterday 
from the effects of (lie wound in the 
left lung. He also shot himself in the 
forehead, l>ut the ball did not pene- 
trate the skull. Two years ago he was 
struck on the head by a piece of slate, 
while blasting a well, and since then 
he lias been “flighty” at times. He 
was from Virginia and leaves a wife 
and three children. — Stanford Journal. 

Miles Rudford, a farmer nearly 
eighty years old, has been sentenced ill 
the Christian Circuit Court, to twenty- 
one years’ imprisonment for the mur- 
der of his tenant, a mau named John- 
son, in I'rigg county, several years ago. 
On the first trial, he was convicted and 
sentenced to seventeen years’ imprison- 
ment, but secured a new trial aud a 
change of venue to Cbristiau, with the 
result aboye stated. 

John D. Gillette, the cattle king of 
Illinois, and father-in-law of Gov. 
Oglesby, died at Mackinaw, Mich. At 
(lie time of his death lie owned 10,000 
acres of laud in London county, III., 
aud had $100,000 of stock of five Cen- 
tral Illinois banks. His fortune is esti- 
mated at $050,000. He was noted as a 
successful breeder of fine beef cattle 
and as oue of the flrst to export beef 
eattle lo England. 

It is said that 50,000 people gathered 
to hear Judge Thurman s|»eak at 
Chicago aud that liis oflort, like that at 
Port Huron was worthy the attention 
it received. Speaking of a redundant 
aud overflowing treasury, Judge Thur- 
man recalled the words of Gov. Billy, 
Alien, of Ohio, who said : “You might 
as well undertake to keep a powder- 
house in hell as to have an honest gov- 
ernment with a surplus iu the treas 
ury," and added . “That was tbe truth 
very forcibly expressed, and now I can 
appeal to you just to look at what Con- 
gress is about and see whether or not 
this is the truth.” 

Tbe thief who bad succeefully enter- 
ed four stores here aud gotten off with 
tbe contents of tbe money drawers and 
some other Ihlugs, turns out to be a lit- 
tle negro boy uamed Jim Farris, from 
Lancaster, who has been working here, 
and who is but 14' years of age. The 
attempt to pass a counterfeit dollar iu 
Lancaster tbal lie got out of some of 
tbe drawers, lead to his capture, on 
information of Mr. Peter Hampton. 
When arrested lie had McRoberts aud 
Stagg’s watch and some of the cents 
that he got from them. He confessed 
to the burglaries and denied that lie 
bad an accomplice. Waiving an ex- 
amination, he was held to Circuit 
Court.— Stanford Journal.

Mr. Blaine does not tell us why all 
this would happen. He does not deal 
with reasons. He is not one of those 
philosophers who are happy because 
they know the Causes of things. It is 
his pnrt to assert and reiterate on the 
“broad-gauge plan,” taking it for 
granted that every one will believe 
what he says, because he says it with 
such a magnificent air. 

Now, let us see about these 2,000,000 
men, more or less, who represent these 
unnamed millions of dollars. What 
would happen to them if Democratic 
tariff policy should become law ? 

For example, take the longshoremen 
in New York. Free raw materials 
would mean more iu unloading steam- 
ers. Cheaper American manufactures 
consequent upon free raw materials 
would meau again more work in load- 
ing outgoing vessels sailing to new 
markets. Back ot the longshoremen 
stand the cartmen. They, too, would 
have work to do. 80 would the rail- 
roads and canals that bring the pro- 
ducts of the interior to seaboard. In- 
stead of starving for want of work be- 
cause cheap materials increased manu- 
facture, those employed in all these af- 
fairs would be better paid, better lodged 
and better fed And so it would go on 
through the lists of American occupa- 
tions dependent ujion the intelligent 
utilization of the resources of our great 
country and the activities of our great 
people. 

The theory that men engaged iu 
transportation would suffer because 
there were more materials and manu- 
factures to be carried, is one that no 
one possessed of the insanity of audaci- 
ty in a less degree Ibau Bluiue would 
dare to enunciate.

THE HOT SPRINGS DISASTER, 

Ou last Friday night. Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, was greatly damaged, aud a 
number of lives were lost. It was a 
water spout, aud the valley was swept 
willi a mighty tidal wave. The loss 
to property is fearful, while the sacri- 
fice of human life is, under the circum- 
stances, appalling, Swift aud terrible 
was the visitation. Without warning, 

I people were wakened from slumber to 
j find themselves threatened with de- 
! struction by mad waves. Strange to 
relate, few people were conscious of the 
| horrible disaster till they awoke to look 
| upou the desolate scenes this morning, 
and drag the drowned from drifts. 

| Tlie storm struck the town about 11 
j o’clock, without intermission or cessa- 
tion. Indeed, those who were up and 
witnessed the awful scene describe it as 
cue never before seeu by them. The 
vivid flashes of lightning displayed 
great sheets ol falliug water. At the 
close of the storm great and ominous 
sounds, mingled with shouts of people 
and cries of distress, went up from the 
valley, and such citizens as were in tlie 
vicinity ot the creek and ravines went 
forth to render assistance. The flood 
on Central avenue, the principal 
thoroughfare, api>eared like au angry 
river, whose rualiiug tide swept every- 
thing movable on its bosom. For over 
half an hour tbe avenue was transform- 
ed into a torrent fifty yards wide. 
Barrels, boxes and parts of houses 
came down on the tide and were left 
strewn on the sidewalks. Several large 
] hotels were flooded to the depth of four 
feet with murky waters. Many build- 
ings were totally wrecked, l'he dam- 
age U> property is estimated at $100,000. 
Thirteen people drowned. The lost 
are mostly colored people. Houses all 
along the central street are badly uu 
deriuined and those damaged will 
have to be rebuilt.

Every 
noon during harvest they go into din- 
ner from u wlieatfield which contains 
400,000 acres more than the whole Btate 
of Delaware, aud every uight Mary 
calls tlie cattle home from a pasture 
larger titan the Btate of Pennsylvania. 

E. J. Baldwin says : “If anybody 
lliiuks there is a coll iu the East that 
can beat Proctor Knott, aud is willing 
to hack his opinion, I will back Knott 
to the extent of $5,000 or $10,000, and if 
tiial is not enough I know two or three 
othets w ho will tie more titan williug 
to put up a like amount each.

25th next, and on same day shipped to 
them at New Orleans, 126 sugar mules, 
kohl to them for the sum of $23,220. 
Tbe two sales to those parties amount 
to $43,220. All of tills slock was fed on 
my farms. The sugar stock was 16 
baod* high aud the cottou 16 bauds 1 
inch.” 

A majority of people; In examining 
the eyies ol & horse, turn them to the 
light. Very little can be told by such 
a view unless the eye is very defective. 
First look at tbe eye in a stable not 
very light. Tbeu bring the horse out 
doors, and if the pupil of the eye is 
much contracted it indicates good 
eyesight. If the pupil is nearly the 
same iu dim and in bright light, the 
eye is poor and tiie horse is likely to 
go blind. The windows in a stable 
should be in the rear, never in front. 
They should he so arranged as to throw 
the light on the eye obliquely. — Horse- 
man. 

Having tried many of the various 
modes of raising fodder corn (or win- 
ter feed of cattle, I find I can get more 
days’ keep from a given space planted 
in the usual way than from the thick 
planting so strongly reconimended. 
It was my practice for a long time to 
plant several acres each year thickly, 
and I really did get a great deal of 
feed, and I thought I had “struck it 
rich,” and I was a strong advocate of 
thick planting where the growth was 
designed for fodder merely. In ’85 I 
had ten acres of fodder corn, and in 
the same field ten acres raised in |the 
.usual way, for crop. Wo had 
only about half of this hill corn husked 
before winter set in, and the unhusked 
•portion was left standing in the field 
in the shock till midwinter. When 
the feeding season c ame oa we, as 
usual, hauled the fodder corn lo the 
barn, passed it throngh the feed-cut- 
ter, fad it to the steers, and they ate it 
nearly all, and we were satisfied. I 
then told the boys that we would 
Jackie the hill corn; wo did so, drew 
it to the barn, passed tlie stalks, ears 
and all. through the cutter, and fed it 
same as the fodder corn. 

• To our surprise nnd pleasure we 
found that the steers preferred the 
hill corn, did better on it, and each 
acre gave more days’ keep than the 
thickly planted. I now raise all my 
corn in hills, the usual way, cut it up 
as soon as fairly glazed, place in large 
shocks, let it stand in the field till re- 
quired, draw it to the barn, pass 
it through the cutter. carry 
to the mangers in large baskets, 
.give the steers all they will cat; they 
eat it nearly clean; tbe pigs and poul- 
try take good care of the wasto and 
droppings. I plan so that the corn 
will be gone by the last of February. 
I then feed hay with four quarts mill- 
feed — half cornincal, with two quarts 
bran — each per day at night — but I 
have to feed the pigs and poultry. The 
steers do well, gain j ust about one and 
one-fourth pounds each per day from 
December 1 until May 10. I then turn 
.them to grass and sell them in July or 
■August — which, experience says is as 
good a way as I can pursue. An acre 
ol corn that will give, as mine does 
one hundred bushels good sound ears 
is in my opinion, worth decidedly 
more than the produce of the same 
acre planted so thick as to yield only 
a number of bushels of nubbins — 
Isaac liud'ong, in -V. T. Tribune. 

The following twenty rules are self- 
evident to most tree-planters, who, 
for want of attention, break some of 
them, and reminders are therefore 
often useful: 

1. A valuable sort is worth more 
than merely a handsome tree. 

2. Good healthy bracing roots are 
of more importance than a symmet- 
rical lop. 

3. The roots should be long aud 
strong enough, and the top made light 
enough, to obviate any shaking. 

4. If the roots of a tree are frozen, 
and then thawed out of the ground or 
in contact with the air, the tree will 
be killed. 

6. If frozen roots are thawed in com- 
pactly-pressed mellow earth, the tree 
may be made to live. 

6. Manure should never be placed in 
contact with the roats when setting 
out a tree, but used for a mulch or 
top-dressing. 

7. Trees should always be sot about 
as deep as they stood in the nursery, 
or two or three inches deeper, to allow 
fin- the settling of the earth. 

8. Spread out the roots nearly 
equally on all sides, so as to brace the 
tree welL 

9. Avoid particularly any small cavi- 
ty next the roots, but fill compactly 
against them on all sides with fine, 
mellow earth. 

10. A small, thrifty tree with copious 
roots when sot out, will bo a good 
bearing tree sooner than a large one 
'with mutilated roots. 

’ 11. Watering iu dry weather crusts 
.the surface, and does not reach the 
.roots. 

• 12 Young trees should not be set in 
a grass lot, or among any crops of 
.sowed grain ; but the wholo surface 
.kept clean and mellow. 

> 13. Shriveled trees, before planting, 
'may be made plump by covering for 
several days, compactly, with moist, 
.mellow earth. 

14. If newly set ones suffer from 
drought, mulch the ground about 
them, and frequently sprinkle or 
shower the stems aud branches. 

, 15. The roots extend as far from 
the tree as its entire height; clean 
and mellow cultivation should there- 
fore cover a circlo twice as wide as its 
height 

. 16. As a general rule, cultivation 
'should be continued for six, eight or 
ten years from planting, after whieh 
closely-grazed or lawn-mowed grass 
may be permitted, with frequent top- 
dressing. 

17. The amount of manuring or top- 
dressing must vary with the vigor of 
the trees; young trees should grow 
two or throe feet yearly, and bearing 
ones one foot or more. 

18 Keep an eye to the mature shape 
of the tree, and timely remove small, 
needless, crossing or crooked limbs. 
This will obviate heavy pruning in 
after years. 

19 Pruning when dormant tends to 
impart vigor; but if done when grow- 
ing or in leal it checks growth; aud 
therefore a feeble tree shonld never be 
pruned after growth commences in 
the spring. But healthy, strong 
growers may be lightly pruned at 
either season. 

2d Moet of the “bad luck” with 
young trees and orchards is the result 
of neglecting the proceeding rules.— 
Country QenUeman. 

The American and Southern Dental 
Associations, now in session iu Lotiis- 
isville and representing every section 
of tbe Uuited States, do uot believe in 
high protective tariff. At yesterdays 
session a resolution was offered declar- 
ing that tbe tariff on dental aud surgi- 
cal goniis works a hardship upon the 
profession and the public, and Con- 
gress is asked to abolish ell duties upon 
such instruments. The resolutions 
were received with cheers aud unan- 
imously adopted, and each delegate 
instructed to use bis influence with his 
Representative in Congrese lo have the 
goods named placed upou tbe free list. 
—Courier Journal.

FADED PHOTOGRAPHS. 

Various Reliable Method* by Which They 
May Ue liefltored. 

The family album upon the draw- 
ing-room table is a never-failing sul*- 
j *ct of interest to visitors, and among 
individuals who lack original ideas 
forms an agreeable subject of convor- 
sa'ion in p'aoe of that of tbe weather. 
Of late years, however, there is more 
uiffidcuce in placing it in prominent 
positions for the ready examination of 
w aiting friends, the sad-colored pict- 
ures of ‘The hue of a November fog in 
^Cneapside, or a bad piece of ginger- 
bread spoiled in the baking,” being 
at variance with average ideas of 
artistic elegance. A more serious as- 
pect of tbe ease is gradual discolora- 
tion or fading of the likenesses of 
'members of the family who have 
passed away by death, raising the 
.question in the minds of survivors 
what is to be done to preserve those 
lineaments for inspection, ere it be 
too laic. 

When the white parts of an ord ina- 
ry photograph begin to turn yellow, 
•that photograph is doomed unless itn- 
■ mediate efforts be made to preserve it 
and those efforts may not always be 
sure ssfuL Treatment with a weak 
.solution of bi-chioride of mercury, 
under tbe hands of a skillful photo- 
graphic practitionor, is one of the 
best methods of making the attempt 
This may arrest decay, but will not 
restore the likeness to the condition of 
a first-rate photograph. Bi -chloride 
of mercury or corrosive sublimate is 
highly poisonous and is best left alone 
by tbe uninitiated. 

A better way of preserving tbe 
memento is to send the photograph 
to a platinum printing or carbon 
jrrinting firm of j hotogrnpbers in a 
sufficiently large way of business to 
keep upon their premises artists 
skilled in the use of the brush and 
penciL Their usual plan then is to 
obtain upon glass or paper an en- 
larged positive copy of the fading 
photograph. This copy is • -re- 
touched, that is to sav, worked uuon

James Brindley, the author of canal

chiefly employed in quarrying and 
dressing granite. The building is 
roomy, safe and substantial. It has 
the customary celts, baths and ar- 
rangements for securing ventilation. 
The inmates have their hair cropped 
and wear the usual distinctive prison 
garb. It is in tho manner of supply- 
ing food that this prison differs from 
others. The convicts, when they 
first arrive, as well as those who 
show little inclination to work or 
a disposition to be vicious, arc 
supplied with a rather poor fare, con- 
sisting largely of boiled beans, salt 
meat, cabbage, mush, common bread, 
and coffee served without milk. If not 
within sigiit of the table where this 
course food Is served, there is within 
smell of it another on which fresh 
beef and mutton, various kinds of 
vegetables, rice, and on Sunday cake, 
sirup and tea, are placed.

He 
also learns that those who sit at this 
table arc allowed considerable liberty 
and are permitted to take walks after 
each mcak The desire to sit at this 
table is great Men who do not like 
to work enj oy good living and are 
generally willing to be at 
considerable pains to secure it 
Tbe inmates of this penitetiary ordi- 
narily adopt such a course as will 
enable them to sit at the table within 
a few months of their entrance. When 
taking their first breakfast at it. they 
perceive tho odor of beefsteak, mut-

Profits of a Baker. 

A baker will tos< a barrel of flour 
into a trough. Then he tosses 101 
pounds of water on top of it A quan- 
tity of yeast is a.ideiC aud then tho 
jolly baker has 300 pounds of dough 
to operate on. The 300 pounds cost j 
him 85. In short order the dough is 
i turned into "twists,” high loaves, 
pan-loaves, and other styles of the 
same quality. Tbe oven’s heat re- 
duces the 300 pounds of dough 
I to 260 pounds of bread. The baker 
sells his bread at the rate of four cents 
a pound, or at an advance of SO per 
cent, over what it cost hint. There 
are 1, 400 bakors, great and small, in 
this city, and to them is committed 
tho trust of supplying bread for 1.300.- 
000 persona There are many bakers 
in this city wbo make 1,300 loaves of 
bread per day and sell it for from $80 
to 8105, or at a net profit of about 410. 
Little money is lost in the business, 

; and most bakers do a cash trade- It 
is very seldom that bakers faiL Tbe 
bnsiucss is steady, reliable and at- 
tended by very few risks, unless in- 
competent workmen. — N. Y. Journal
